Claims 1-20 are cancelled. 

Claims 21-32 are allowed based on the BPAI decision. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in the European Patent Office on September 28, 2000. It is noted, 
however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the EPO application as required 
by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). Although previous communications may have indicated that the 
application was received, the Applicants should have known these indications were in 
error.
